SONS OK AMERICA.
The Gathering ami Parade to be Held

Here June 21.

A feature of the convention of the National
Camp Patriotic Order of Sons of America to be
bel.l here June 1H to June 22 will l>e the parade
of the order on the 21st iast. The members of
the committee of arrangement* here expert
that there will !j*> from 'i.000 to 10.000 men in
line. This will be the thirteenth regular con¬
vention of the National Camp, but the first one
held in this city.
The call for the convention says: "During the

lust year our order has increased and developed
so rapidly that many n« w questions now demand
solution, and it is imp« ratively necessary to
outiine a policy and a plan for future opera¬
tions. such that the growth of the order mayl>e -atill further accellerated and it> stabilityBlade sure. It is also very desirable that a

great demonstration of tLe strength of the
order be made on the occasion of the parade
011 Friday. June 21. La st year this order made
the largest outpouring of its members of any
secret order in th«- United States, with the sin¬
gle exception of the ft. A. H. national encamp¬
ment parade, there being7.:»0<> Sons of America
in line. We hope that this year an equallylarge display will be made, in order to demon¬
strate before the representatives from all p;irts
of the I'nited States who are assembled in
Washington, as well as those from foreign
lauds, that the "American idea" as represented
by cur order has a solid and substantial strengthand influence."

At the meeting of the Citizen*' relief com¬

mittee at Willard hall Saturday evening Treas¬
urer Jobnsou stated that replies had been re¬
ceived from Harper's Ferry and Washington
Junction to tho telegrams sent out inquiring if
help was needed for flood sufferers along the
lin« of the canal and upper Potomac. It was
decided that S100 be sent to each place. Mr.
A. S. Solomons, who is in charge of the depot
at Willard hall, reported that 275 boxes and
packages had been prepared, of which 1 SI had
been shipped. Forty-two cases ha l been for¬
warded to Johnstown yesterday, nine to Lock-
haven, seven to Georgetown, one to Mnncie,
Pa., and two to Williamsport. There was no
abatement m the arrival of donations.almost
150 packages daily.
Treasurer Johnson said that the total amount

of money received to date was #31.607.83. To
